COLUMBUS, O., July 27.—The Repub- 
lican candidate for Governor of Ohio 
is Warren G. Harding of Marion, once 
Lieutenant-Governor. Despite the ef- 
forts of Senator Burton’s Cuyahoga 
County delegation to stampede the con- 
vention for Nicholas Longworth, and 
George B. Cox's every effort in behalf 
of Judge O. B. Biown of Dayton, a 
combination of the “‘progressive’’ with 
the national administration men broke 
up the fight on the third ballot. 

Then Cox, yielding to the inevitable, 
cast the 91 Hamilton County votes for 
Harding and that finished it. The con- 
tinuation of the roll call was a joke.

to five votes between them. The nom- 
ination of the Marion editor was made 
unanimous. 

U. G. Denman of Toledo was renomi- 
nated for Attorney- General by acclafia- 
tion. 

The tariff has been revised in 
accordance with the Republican 
doctrine of protecting home in- 
dustries and American labor.

NOT ASKED -TO SPEAK 





Orator After Orator Called, 
but Lincoln Man Takes 
Platform Unbidden.

GRAND ISLAND, Neb., July 27.— 


Among the first of the delegates to 


the Democratic State Conventiun to 


leave this city early today was William 
Jennings Bryan, bound, his opponents 
firmly believe, for oblivion. 

Bryan chose to make his fight on his 
proposition that each county should be 
allowed, by a majority-vote, to exclude 
saloons from the county. An immense 
majority opposed this. 

For two hours. last night he stormed 
and raved before the convention and then 
went down to an overwhelming defeat 
in the most spectacular political fight 
of his career. 

Ingratitude caused Bryan's defeat, 
and ohe of the most dramatic mo- 
ments of his life came when, during 
the afternoon, he stood on one side of 
the big tent in which. the convention 
was held and heard Congressman 
Hitchcock introduce the resolution 
which unhorsed the “peerless leader” of 
many campaigns. 

Fourteen years ago Hitchcock, who 
had befriended Bryan in every possib’e 
way, almost to his own business and 
political destruction, wanted to be 
United States senator from Nebraska, 
and the, gift lay with Bryan. Bryan 
turned Hitchcoek down and helped an- 
other to the office. Hitcheock contin- 
ued to support Bryan when every other. 
editor in thé country was opposing 
him. 

No Calls for Bryas. 

Again, this year, Hitchcock wished to 
be Senator and Bryan is again doing his 
utmost to defeat him a second time. It 
was irony that Bryan’s fali should come 
through the man to whom he has been 
accused of showing the basesi ingrati- 
tude, and when the two men faced each 
other across the great tent and the vote 
was taken which showed Bryan that the’ 
convention was against him the audi- 
ence saw that something more than a 
mere political fight was in progress be- 
tween the two men. 

The evening session of the convention 
was replete with dramatic situations. 
During intervals in the meeting Demo- 
crat after Democrat was called to the 
platform to address the convention, but 
not one call was received for Bryan, and 
for the first time since 1890 he attended 
a Democratic convention without being 
called upon for a speech. But finally he 
took the platform, on his own request, 
for the purpose of advocating his county 
option plank. For two hours he spoke 
as he never spoke before. He pleaded 
with the convention—filled with his -old- 
time friends—not to “‘turn him down.” 

Knew What Defeat Meant. 

“Am I not aware that a repudiation 
would be sent all over the world and I 
would be taunted with that fact every- 
where? If I have proven untrue to Dem- 
ocratic principles, I do not ask you to 
treat me softly nor to shield me from 
censure,”

They Paddle From Virginia 
Through Seven States to 
” Meramec Highlands, 








Fayette C. Ewing of Kirkwood, with 
four other students of the University 


of Virginia, having just completed a 
canoe trip to St. Louis of more than 
1100 miles, including one of the rough- 
est rivers in this section of the country, 
mecis one~of the safest streams he 
knows, 
Meramec for the last -six years, and 
having now completed a journey which 
included four rivers and skirted seven 
States, he feels qualified te judge, 

Ewing is studying to be a civil en- 
gineer. -His compahions on the trip 
were “William H. Baughman and Nelson 
Baughman of Richmond, Va., Wharton 
E. Weems of Houston, Tex., and 
Thomas B. Merrick of Glendower, Va. 

The first part of the trip was along 
the New River, a rapid and treacher- 
ous stream. The party, in two canoes, 
jeft Charlottesville, where the univer- 
sity is situated, June 20.—The New 
River is the first in that section run- 
ning west, others running to the At- 
lantic coast. 

The party took along two 7 by 7 
waterproof silk tents, six waterproof 
canvas bags for their clothes, 
matches, money and watertight tins 
for’their camera films. Little food 
was carried, as it was possible'to re- 
new the supply at frequent intervals. 

The New River is trom 150 to 200 
yards wide on an average, but at 
some places is a mile wide. It is sur- 
rounded by mountains, some of them 
with an elevation of 4500 feet, and is 
ful] of dangerous rapids and falls. At 
places it drops 20 feet over the rocks, 
and in one stretch of 70 miles falls 
700 feet. 

Part of Trip Perilous. 

This was the perilous part of the 
journey. The canoe containing Ew- 
ing, Weems and Merrick was swamp- 
ed by two high waves in succession, 
at one point, in water varying from 
four to 10 feet in depth. The canoe- 
ists wore only bathing suits, in prep- 
aration for such emergencies, but 
their feet were shod with heavy shoes 
to protect them from the sharp rocks 
in the bottom of the river. 

The ‘river was so swift that the 
young men could not keep their feet, 
and they were in water beyond their 
depth most of the time. The *second 
canoe overtook them, and Ewing clung 
to it while the other two floated to 
calmer water. 

Two cameras which had been set- 
ting loose in the first canoe were 
ruined, but the contents of the water- 
proof bags were uniniured, and the 
party set forth lightheartedly again. 

Several times the sides of the canoes 
were stove in against the rocks in the 
stream, but at no time was the canvas 
broken, and the party had materials 
along to make repairs. They thought 
little of a broken rib, so long as it was 
the canoe’s rib. 

William H. Baughman gave an exhi- 
bition of canoe-riding bareback fashion, 
in shooting the rapids at one point, and 
was lucky, his companions thought, to 
escape with his life’ The party was ap- 
proaching a four-foot fall, with rapius 
leading to it, and Ewing signaled the 
canoe behind for a portage, as he 
thought it would be necessary to carry 
the canoes around by land. A moment 
later he saw narrows which offered an 
opportunity for shooting the falls, and 
guided his frail craft into it, darting 
safely through. 

The two in the second canoe, obey- 
ing the signal, tried to land, but were 
swept toward the rapids by the fierce

BRANDSVILLB, Mo., July 27.—Her- 
bert S. Hadley, Governor of Missouri, is 
on his way back to Jefferson City with 
a peach limb over his shoulder, peaches 
in his pockets, peaches in a glass case, 
peaches on Ris mind and more peaches 
in his system than have been accumu- 
lated on one occasion by a Republican 
Governor of Missouri in 40 years. 

For 24 hours he has been among the 
Ozark peaches, the red-cheeked peaches 
that grow on trees and the red-cheeked

that grow on the trees. And he has had 
a hard time making up his gubernatorial 
mind as between the beauties clustering 
en the bending boughs of the peach 
trees and the beauties who pluck the 
beauties from the bending boughs. 

Right keen has been the contest for 
his coveted approval between the green- 
garlanded elbertas bowing from, the 
boughs and the white-gowned elbertas 
smiling and singing to him, but:the el- 
bertas have not coveted his favor for 
themselves alone. Their smiles have 
been for him, but their songs have been 
of the elbertas. 

Governor Is Popular Guest. 

They met hum, the elbertas, on his ar- 
rival, and sang to him of the “dear oid 
Brandsville’ in which they loved to 
dwell, and the Ozarks and the peaches 
of the Ozarks. They rode with him 
through the peach orc‘ards and smoth- 
ered him with kind and thoughtful at- 
tentions. And he surely made a hit 
with them.

The Governor and his party saw more 
peaches, the kind that grow on 
trees, than they ever saw before. But 
not aS many as they would have seen 
if it had not been for that killing frost, 
nor as many as they would have seen 
if all peach farmers were as scientific 
as some peach farmers. In the valleys, 
where the frost had a chance to settle 
down, there are no peaches. On the 
hilltops, where the wind had a chance 
to blow it away, the frost did not kiil 
the fruit and the trees are bending to 
the earth with their burden of fruit. 
There is nothing that governors or 
legislatures can do to prevent a killing 
frost, but there is something they can 
do to prevent the diseases that cut 
down the crops and blight the fruit, and 
that will probably be done. 

Would Poss «2 Law to Save Fruit. 
Gov. Hadley, speaking yesterday aft- 
ernoon on the lawn of John, Hardin at 
Koshkonong, after a ride through the 
said peach 
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trees had as much right to be doctored 
when they were sick as people had, and 
that he favored a law to compel all 
orchardists to spray their trees for the 
prevention and cure of the diseases to 
which all peach trees are heir. 

Discussing it later he said he an- 
ticipated the Legislature would pass 
Such a law, on the theory that the 
prevention and cure of such diseases 
is @ matter that concerns the people 
of the entire State to such an extent 
as to call for the enactment of such 
a law. 

In four addresses, at Fruitville, 
Brandsville, Koshkonong and West 
Plains, the Governor impressed the 
importance of making the conditions 
of country life more pleasant. He 
told the farmers that while they were 
clearing the forests and planting 
their orchards not to neglect the 
school houseg on the hilltops and the 
churches in the valleys, nor the good 
roads that are needed if the farmers 
are to be able to reach the school 
houses and the churches at all sea- 
sons as they should and make them

“But,” he added, “aside from 
all that, Haynes was the smoothest 
proposition I ever encountered. 
“He discounted a number of good 
notes, obtained in ordinary insurance 
transactions, with me, thus adding to 
the confidence which I had in him. Then 
he undoaded on me a quantity of paper 
on which I have been unable to realize 
more than a fraction of its face. 
“The notes I later found had mostly 
been obtained by Haynes on the pre- 
text that he wished to make a favor- 
able showing with. his company for 
some certain month, and with some 
promise or understanding as to their re- 
turn. When the signers found them in 
my hands, they were surprised and in- 
dignant. Those who had money defied 
me, and those who didn’t have money— 
and there were a number who were not 
worth anything like the face of their 
notes—were a hopeless proposition.

“While most of the notes were for 
large amounts, some were low in the 
hundreds. There were quite a number 
from employes of the Carleton Dry 
Goods Co., indicating that Haynes made 
profitable use of his acquaintance with 
Murray Carleton.” 
It became known Wednesday that 
Carleton was Haynes’ sponsor when 
Haynes, after leaving the Aetna Life 
Insurance Co., took the agency of the 
Manltattan company. Carleton not only 
vouched for, Haynes to the Manhattan 
company’s representative, who came to 
St. Louis to look Haynes up, but he 
is said to have gone to New York with 
him and assured the officers of the 
company of Hayes’ reliability. Haynes 
had won Carleton’s confidence by his 
religious work, and the shrewd whole- 
saler believed thoroughly in his hon- 
esty and sympathized with him in his 
reverses with the Aetfla company.

Steel com- 
mon has declined from its high record 
price of $94.75 a share a year ago to 
about. $62, or a total net depreciation 
of more than $150,000,000. Union has 
dropped in a year from $219 to $152, 
representing a loss of approximately 
£130,000,000.

The stock had been selling 
around {60 a share, and there was noth- 
ing in its action to betray the intention 
of the directors,

Illinois Executive Says His 
State Will Duplicate Gov. 
Folk’s Efforts. 








A fight to eradicate official and po- 
litical corruption, such as former Gov. 
Folk made in Missouri, will be the lead- 
ing issues of both the Republican and 
Democratic party in Illinois, according 
to Gov. Charles 8S. Deneen, who is 
spending the day at the Planters Hotel. 

‘The Lorimer bribery revelations have 
been the chief topics of political discus- 
sion in Illinois,’’ said the Governor to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. ‘Other politi- 
cal issues have been subordinated. As 
the situation now stands, the fight in 
both parties will be to eliminate the 
corruptionists. 

“There have been no decided polttical 
alignments so far. Our State primaries 
will be held Sept. 15. A determined 
fight will be made in both parties on 
the men and interests involved in the 
bribery scandals. 

“The Republican party will make a 
strong fight to defeat the 30 men who 
refused to be bound by the party cau- 
cus on the senatorship and voted for 
Lorimer. The Democrats are just as 
eager to eliminate their men who went 
into the Lorimer camp.”’

Fight Caused by Jealousy. 

R. D. Stattler of 5071 Ridge avenue, 
conductor of the first car, and L. L. 
Murphy of 4872 Laclede avenue, 4 pas- 
senger on that car, told of the general 
fight, which had continued in the car 
from the time the start was made from 
Creve Coeur Lake until the time of the 
wreck. 

Both said the fighting was caused 
when one man, under the influence of 
liquor, became jealous of the woman he 
was accompanying, and announced his 
intention of committing suicide by leap- 
ing from the car. A friend protested, 
and a stranger urged that he be per- 
mitted to kill himself. Then the fight 
started, men and women taking part. 

Several Women Fainted. 

Murphy said blows were being 
struck on all sides and that there 
were many oaths. He said the 
young woman he accompanied and 
severa] other women fainted as a re- 
sult of the excitement. 

The conductor said he stopped the 
car twice to let people off when they 
became too frightened to remain 
longer in the car. He had quieted 
the fighters twice,’ he said, but that 
each time they started anew. 

He finally rang the bell, he said, 
with the intention of trying to put 
the fighters off the car. The car had 
not come to a full stop when it was 
struck by the car behind it. 


The conductor said that as soon as 
the cars struck he ran back to flag 
other cars which might be approach- 
ing, and did not wait to see how bad 
the accident was. 

Red Light on Car. 

F. E. Tremaine of 5064 Easton ave- 
nue, motorman on the first car, testi- 
fied’ that he stopped the car on a 
signal from the conductor.

TELLS OF METHODS 





Commissioner Declares In- 
surance Is Made Cheap 
to Attract Members. 





The :Western Commercial Travelers’ 
Association, which recently increased its 
insurance rates to as high as $40 on a 
$4000 policy in some instances, is clear- 
ly within the law, according to a state- 


ment by State Insurance Commissioner 
Frank Blake in St. Louis Wednesday. 

Blake criticizes the benevolent ‘society 
act which permits the conduct of an 
insurance association under such a plan 
and says an effort will be made to 
have the next Legislature pass a law 
placing benevolent associations under 
the same laws which govern old-line 
companies. 

“Insurance commissioners for many 
years have realized the danger of this 
class of insurance,’’ said Blake, ‘‘and 
have endeavored to obtain a law under 
which the associations could be regu- 
lated, but the bills which were intro- 
duced have always been defeated. 

Department Is Helpless. 

“The Western Commercial Travelers 
has the right, under the law, to raise 
the assessments just as high as it wants 
to raise them, and my department can 
do nothing. 

“That company is now  paseing 
through the same experience which 
in time comes to many fraternal as- 
sociations. Most of such associations 
start by charging inadequate rates 
in order to attract a large member- 
ship. It is cheap insurance and the 
members flock in. As the members 
grow old, the deaths, of course, in- 
crease and it is necessary to increase 
the assessments in order to pay the 
death losses. 

“Fraternal insurance at best is no 
more than term insurance. The certifi- 
cate holders receive protection as long 
as they pay, and when they stop pay- 
ing they drop out, for there is no re- 
serve to carry their risks.’’ 

The Western Commercial Travelers’ 
Associations, .whose members are now 
objecting to the increase in rates, oper- 
ated in Missouri for many years with- 
out complying with even the inadequate 
law which requires them to register. 

Made to Obtain License, 

The attention of the insurance depart- 
ment was attracted to the association 
in February, when members protested 
to Blake against an increase in the 
rate. Blake then forced the company 
to make the required statement and ob- 
tain a license. 

“The financial statement issued to the 
department June 1,’’ continued Blake, 
‘shows the association has assets of 
$56,795.21, with no death losses unpaid. 
The association has a representative 
form of government and each certificate 
holder is entitled to a voice im dictat- 
ing its affairs. 

“In legal reserve insurance, the pre- 
miums are so fixed that during the 
early years rates are charged which 
is more than sufficient to carry the 
policy. This reserve is invested for 
the policy holders and there is money 
to carry the risks later and pay the 
death claims.”

MONTREAL, July 27.—Inspector Dew

This is the calculation made here by 
officials of the Canadian Pacific and 
White Star Steamship companies. f 
was stated that the Montrose of the 
former line an dthe Laurentic of the 
latter were at that hour abreast of each 
other on the Atlantic at 37 degrees west. 
On the Montrose are two passengers 
suspected of being Dr. Crippen, wanted 
in London in connection with the dis- 
appearance of his wife, Belle Elmore, 
and Miss Leneve. 

The Laurentic bears Inspector Drew 
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sent out from Scotland Yard to investi- 
gate the identity of the passengers who 
are reported to have registered at the 
White Star Booking office as John 
Robinson and John Robinson Jr. 

Officials of both steamship companies 
are positive that no attempt will be 
made at sea to transfer Inspector Dew 
to the Montrose. They state there will 
be no action until one or the other of 
the vessels reaches Father Point, Que., 
where a pilot is taken aboard to guide 
the vessel through the St. Lawrence. 
. The Laurenti¢d is expected to arrive 
off Belle Island tomorrow and the 
Montrose on Friday. 

Whether Dew will leave his steamer 
at Father Point is uncertain. To do so 
necessitates special action of the immi- 
gration authorities at Ottawa, as there 
is no quarantine station at that point. 

In the meantime, Chief Constable 
Guavreau of the Dominion police force, 
with a warrant for Crippen’s arrest, is 
on duty at Father Point with _instruc- 
tions from Commissioner Sherwood of 
Ottawa to board the Montrose as quick- 
ly as possible after she comes into view 
and arrest Crippen and his companion if 
they are found on board and proceed up 
to Quel . 

An Jttawa dispatch late this after- 
noca said that under the circumstances 
Inspector Dew, as 4 first-class passen- 
ger, would be allowed to land at Ri- 
mouski without question, should he de- 
sire to do so. Dew’s name, howgver, 
does not appear on the Laurentic’s list 
of first-class passengers given out from 
the White Star Line offices here today 
and he may be traveling second-class.

“Many peddlers deal in the excite- 
ment they can -produce among the 
women who group about their wagons,” 
he said. “If the excitementt is pro- 
duced by offering potatoes at 40 cents 
a bushel, when the ueddler has really 
paid 50 cents a bushel for them, he 
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makes up the deficiency by’ short meas-| ton 


ure. Very few half-bushel baskets hold 
that amount and the peck baskets are 
worse. In the excitement the peddier 
measures out a short amount, pours 
them into the woman's basket or 
apron and drives away. If the woman 
measures after the peddler is gone she 
does not know where to find the ped- 
dier to protest. 

“These same women always know 
where to find the grocery store where 
she thinks she got short measure. The 
grocer is there to stay, but the ped- 
dier migrates to other neighborhoods.” 

In the opinion of Padberg, it is much 
easier for the housewife to protect her- 
self against short weight than short 
measure Or box purchases. He says 
that a merchant who makes a practice 
of giving short weight does not last 
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struck to arrive at 
charged per pound.

left for my legitimate business. 

The result of all this was that I 
got in debt to the Manhattan Life 
Insurance Co., and in August, 1907, 
I gave up that agency, in debt to 
that company about $4000, after hav- 
ing personally done more life in- 
surance business than any other 
man who ever held a general agen- 
cy in the Mississippi Valley. It was 
idle to say that I had not made 
mistakes of judgment, and it was 
equally futile to try to correct those 
mistakes there. ‘ 

So, without a dollar In money and 
no friends outside of St. Louis, I 
left that city in September, 1997, 
went to Chicago, and after three 
months casting about in the city for 
some opening, came West.

Sold Customers’ Notes, 
According to the petition, Haynes at 
various times took -promissory notes 
from St. Louis men in payment of the 
first premium on a policy of insurance 
applied for. In each case, the company 
alleges, Haynes sold the note before 
roaturity. In many instances the policy 
was sent to Haynes for delivery to the 
person insured, and was returned to the 
company as “not taken.” In some 
cases the company refused to issue pol- 
icies on the application. 

When the notes became due, the pe- 
tition alleges, suit was threatened 
against the signer by the ‘“‘innocen* 
rurehaser,’ and the signer appiied t» 
the insurance company for protection 
egainst the outstanding note given to 
Haynes. The company paid these notes 
ard charged them against Haynes and 
included them in the suit against 
Tiaynes’ bond. 

O. H. Bollman, it is alleged, gave 
Haynes a note for $146.9 to pay the 
first premium on an insurance policy 
applied for April 22, 1907. When the 
policy was issued and sent to Haynes 
for delivery to Bollman, Haynes re- 
turned it to the company marked “de- 
clined policy.” In the meantime the note 
had been sold by Haynes, according to 
the petition, and the company took it 
up Aug. 198, at an expense of

ITH his team out in front in the National League race, Frank 
Chance, the ‘‘ Peerless Leader’’ of the Cubs of Chicago, fig- 
‘ures that an even break in the luck of the game will see his

He takes into consideration, 


though, that the season. has just recently passed the half way mark 
and that a lot of switching may be done before the final bell taps, 


Oct. 15. 


Chance figures that the team having 
the lead now surely has the biggest 
advantage. He claims that that club 
may be overtaken, but it likewise may 
jump back to the front again, giving 
it thus a double opportunity. 

Chance is too conservative to claim 
the flag already. But he feels reason- 
ably sure that his team will win the 
pennant unless several members of his 
club are injured. Chance was taught 
a good lesson in not permitting him- 
self to become too confident by the 
defeat handed the Cubs by the White 
Sox, pennant winners in the American 
League race, in 1906. Chance was sup- 


‘posed to have owned the team of the 


century that year, but Fielder Jones 
and his hitless wonders won the world’s 
honors from the National Leaguers. 

The Peerless Leader gives the Giants 
of New York the best chance to head 
off his outfit. He concedes them a big 
handicap through the fact that Mo- 
Graw’s team takes its final dash on 
the Polo Grounds. Chance considers 
this a big advantage for the Giants, 
who invariably get the better of the 


umpiring on their home grounds. 


He comes back with the declaration, 
though, that he is pleased the Cubs 
finish their season away from home. 
According to Chance, the Cubs play 
their best ball on the road. “If I had 
my way of making the schedule, I 
would see that the Cubs spent the 
final month of the race on the road,” 
said Chance to the Post-Dispatch. 

"My team is in good. working order 
now and prospects look pretty bright,”’ 
continued Chance. ‘“‘Still a lot can hap- 
pen in three month’s time.

“Medal Score” in Rowing. 
NE of the queerest systems of de- 
() termining a winner exists~ in 
rowing circles here, and is in a 
measure unjust, from ordinary stand- 
points. At past regattas held under 
the auspices of the Southwestern Ama- 
teur Rowing Association it was possible 
for the boat club winning the greatest 
number of events to still not be en- 
titled to the honor of having ‘‘won 
the regatta,” In the sense that a track 
team might win a meeting. 

The club winning the most medals is 
the one which wins the championship, 
under the old arrangement. As each 
yman in each winning boat was given 
a trophy, it will be seen that if one 
club won two races with its barge and 
eight it offset a number of events 
that were won by rival singles, pairs, 
doubles and fours. Suppose the Mound 
City won tke barge and eight events, 
entitling that club to nine medals for the 
eight-oared event, including the cox- 
swain, and seven medals for the barge— 
a total of 16. It would be possible, hy- 
pothetically, for a rival crew to lose 
the event, although it might have won 
the following races: 

Gregg Cup, junior single, junior dou- 
bles,. quamter-mile dash, senier single 
senior double, senior pair and _= senior 
foul. 

And there would be a two-medal inar- 
gin then in favor of the Mound City, 
or whatever club happened to take the 
big boat events. 

Thus it was possible to win eight 
events of a meet and yet lose to a club 
that wins two races. 

The idea undoubtedly was to establish 
a difference in the importancsa of the 
Vurjous races based on the nurober of 
oarsmen in a boat. But it is possible 
for this system to give a very ina‘te- 
quate idea of.the allround rowing pres- 
lige a club may have. 


Only in Case of Tie. 


This question raised a disturbance at 
the Central States regatta, where the 
Mound City Club won a great prepon- 
derance in medals, but had no edge in 
races captured. 

The test of medals should only be 
applied, as suggested by Dwight Evans, 
in the case where clubs are tied in 
number of events won and there is no 
other way to settle the dispute. 

Mr. William Surbled of the Western 
Rowing Club stated Wednesday morn- 
ing that there would be no point ban- 
ner, in all probability, awarded for the 
future and that there would be no 
club championship officially recognized. 

This is also a bad matter for rowing, 
as it takes away the club enthusiasm, 
which has always lent a zest to local 
rowing events. The best way to settle 
rowing supremacy from a club stand- 
point would be on a point basis, just 
as is done in athletic events, where 
firsts are awarded 5 points, seconds 2 
and thirds 1, and the total points for 
the meet wins.

Professional sentiment in wheat today 
was inclined to be bearish. Traders sold 
the market from the start, and, al- 
though a late rally lifted prices, losses 
were recorded. 

Domestic wheat conditions showed 
no important change, but the tenor of 
market advices was more cheerful. 

Temperatures in Canada and the 
domestic northwest were seasonable 
and for the time being the “erop kil- 
lers” have abandoned this territory. 
A favorable weather forecast for the 
three big spring states in wheat. The 
winter belt was favorable for the 
movement. 

Scattered showers were again reported 
over the corn belt where needed, but 
temperatures remain excessively high 
and the official forecast indicated dry 
weather over the belt tonight and 
Thursday, with the exception of Ne- 
braska, where unsettled conditions 
should prevail. 

Crop damage reports from drouth. 
heat and hot winds are still sifting in 
and the trace is not inclined to take 
much liberty with corn on the selling 
side. 

The Liv erpool market was depressed 
on the weakness. in American and 
Canadian markets. The foreign crop 
summary was unfavorable, but its 
market effect was offset by large 
Black Sea offers, and a poor demand 
for cargoes and Laplata offers. Can- 
adian crop reports were more favor- 
able, private ddvices indicating the 
recent damage reports exaggerated.

When they visited the place they 
found the body ly mg on the floor, clad 
in light working garb and slippers. A 
heavy laundry tron on the bed, and the 
cleaver with which he had been killed 
lay on the floor.
